sent throughout the IS talc next month.

HUME NEW IDEAS. 


The draft completed by the confer-

Forbidding sale of illegal devices;

sinnll streams for nurseries in which 
lihhing shall be prohibited. 


Making it unlawful to take hsh 


from a licensed de\lce, e>.ccpt by the 
owner or by his authority. 
Anyone,

which trout are present, either natur- 
ally or by propagation.

During this sacre 
month occurs what is known as th 
"Night of Power;" an account 
which has been given us by our cor 
respondent at Constantinople, Mis 
Eleanor I. Burns. 


"On Wednesday, we received wor. 


from the Embassy that it would b 
perfectly safe for us to go over to St 
Sophia on the'Sight of Power.' W 
sent a note over to the Bible House t. 
ask if we could join their party 01 
Thursday night. 
We waited 
anc 


waited for the answer, which did no 
oorne until four In the afternoon o 
Thursday, and said that we shouli 
meet them at the Bible House at fiv 
p. m. We did some "hustling" am 
would have arrived on time If w< 
could have gone by steamer; but tha 
day a warship in going through th 
draw of the bridge at Galata smashet 
into it, seriously damaging it, and tin 
steamers were not able to go to thel 
usual landing place, and the whole 
schedule was upset until evening. 


"We took kaiques.and as there was a 


strong north wind blowing, their pro 
gress was slow, so w e were ten minutes 
late and found the party waiting fo: 
us outside the building, and jus' 
about ready to start without us. Then 
were six of us teachers from the col' 
lege and our Croat Cavasse, and we 
found three teachers from Veclik Pasha 
school, Miss Dodd and a friend, sever- 
al from the Bible House, with their 
cavasse, so we made quite an imposing 
procession with a cavasse in front anc 
another behind, both in their gorgeous 
uniforms. 


We went first to a Turkish res- 


taurant for our dinner, which was nol 
a great success, us the chlckon was 
tough and trie pilau poor. 


"On our way lo the Mosque we 


xmght some delicious Turkish sweets 
which ^nade up for the poor dinner. 


"The cavasse led tho way at the 


tfosque and we followed, winding up 
'he narrow stairway to the gallery, 
it was very steep, \ery winding, and 
at only rare inters als was there 
orch, so it was quite exciting. 


"The gallery is very large and as on- 


y a few spectators are allowed in it 
we found excellent seats on the sill 
)elow the railing There we mot some 
riends from Robert College, so there 
was quite an American colony of us. 


"We were there before the service 


>egan, so had a good view ol the 
Mosque by night, and watched the 
oeople gathering. 
The Mosque is 


ighted entirely by small oil lamps 
rranged in great chandeliers, and it 
nust be a great task lo light them as 
here are hundreds of them extending 
p to the top of the dome. 
"The Mosque filled quickly and the 


people arranged themselves in great 
ows across it, while the priests gather- 
d on a raised part. 
"The service Is chiefly prayers, the 
maum leading and the worshippers 
waying backward and forward and 
mailing in response. 
"There must have been thousands 
iresent and the praying lasted for 
ully an hour before they joined in a 
thunderous 'Amen.' 


"While far more dignified and im- 


pressive there was something in the 
sound that reminded us of colored 
camp meetings at home, and the fer- 
vor to which some were raised was 
quite like camp meeting scenes. 
"Prayers on the 'Night of Power' are 
regarded as being much more effica- 
cious than any other time, so all 
good Moslems go then to the Mosque 
to pray.^ 


"They believe it the night when the 


whole creation groans and pra3's and 
that even the camels kneel in prayer 
at that time. We thought it wisest to 
leave before the crowd, so did not stay 
until the very end tliough we heard 
them say 'Amen' three times. 


"We had abundant time to get the 


steamer and Mr. Carson and the Bible 
House cavasse went with us as they 
were uncertain as to when the steam- 
er would s>Uiit. 
When we reached the 


bridge we found it roped off, but our 
cavasse jumped o\er tlie rope, got an 
officer who let us craul under it and 
we got on the steamer without paying 
an exorbitant price for a caique to row 
us out to it. 
> 


"The view from trie steamer of the 


harbor and city was tovely as the 
steamers were all illuminated and also 
the Mosques even to the highest men- 
arets. 
"At {Scutari uharf we found another 


cavasse waiting for us from our college

Rev. Charles E. St. John, 
minister 
of the First 
Unitarian 


Church of Philadelphia gives the fol- 
lowing explanation : 


"Unitarians hold that a good char- 


acter is more Important than belief. 
They use their beliefs as inspirations 
to righteousness, and drop old opin- 
ions if such can no longer be put into 
conduct. 
They believe devoutly in 


God, 
Creator of all things, and Helper 


of all souls, holding that God is love, 
not wrath; and that He is ever present 
in the world and in human lives. 
They hold that punishment is used by 
God solely for the good of the sinner, 
and that God will succeed in bringing 
all souls to goodness either here or 
hereafter. They say that heaven is 
eternal progress in virtue and know- 
ledge, and that slowly every soul 
must grow lo be one with the Father 
as was Jesus Christ, They cannot find 
that Jesus ever claimed to be other 
than the son of Joseph and Mary, but 
they see in him the lofty spiritual 
beauty that comes from the perfect 
union of the human soul with God. 
Jesus is Iheir type of the perfect life, 
and they earnestly try to follow him. 
They look upon Ihe Bible as a human 
produclion, showing in Ihe Old Tes- 
tament the slow development of the 
spiritual life in an ancient people, 
and in the New Testament Ihe im- 
perfect appreciation that early Chris- 
tians gave to our world's noblest and 
rarest leader. 
Using scholarship as 


tlielr guide they cling to such passages 
in the Bible as have a vital helpful- 
ness for today, and quietly neglect the 
rest of It. Reading their Bible| in 
this way they find it the.world's most 
inspiring book. They are open-mind- 
e'd, 
and, therefore, glad to welcome 


truth from modern, as well as ancient 
sources and writers. They are broth- 
erly, and so willing that 
others 


should differ in opinion from them. 
They have suffered martyrdom for 
liberty. 
They 
have 
worked and 


prayed to find truth. They wait for 
larger truth yet to be revealed. They 
grant entire independence of thought 
to every member, yet they have fine 
harmony of spirit in their church. 
Unitarians are steadily increasing in 
number in this country, and they af- 
firm that there would be one of the 
largest denominations if all persons 
who at heart believe as they do would 
also accept the joy of being called by 
their right name."
